Sdmonton, March 17— By no 
stretch of the imagination could the 
course of business in the legislative 
assembly chamber during the last 
week be described as sensational, 
with the debate on the budget droning 
away every afternoon, intetrmingled 
with drowsy committee discussion on 
numerous minor amending bills, but 
behind caucus doors big and little 
ideas were tossed about in a manner 
sufficient to startle the taxpayers of 
the province, if the public only might 
be told. 

The government was advised by 
James Hansen, Taber, first elected 
social credit supporter to break with 
Premier Aberhart on policies and 
cross the floor of the house, that ex- 
perimental and costly steps taken 
thus far ought to be retraced and 4 
start made on giving efficient and 
economical administration to the pro- 
vince, but while supreme court decis- 
ions set the government back beyond 
the start made in 1935, new trials 
certainly will not be carried out on 
orthodox lines, caucus revelations in- 
dicate. 

Securities taxation probably will be 
four percent on about everything in 
the way of mortgage, agreements, 
chattel and lien securities, instead of 
two percent as first proposed. 

Provincial bonds and other bonds 
with the exception of Dominion — se- 
curities also will be heavily taxed, it 
is stated. 

Homes, both urban and rural, will 
be protected against foreclosure, that 
is as far as legal homest?ead exemp- 
tions are concerned, somewhat along 
the lines suggested as a sessional 
possibility in the weekly review some 
time ago. 

Backbenchers candidly admit that 
the mineral rights tax was cut in the 
hopes that it would not be protested 
in the courts and thrown out as un- 
constitutional. As it was originally 
proposed it should have returned at 
least $500,000 annually in new reven- 
ue. More than 16,000,000 acres are

THE WORLD OF WHEAT

“The United States’ Government 
has decided to release 100 million dol- 
lars’ worth of gold every three months 
from the vaults Where it has been 
‘sterilized,’ so as to permit the yellow 
metal to expand the credit base ol 
the United States.” 

This is important news indeed, for 
it means that the vast hoard of gold 
which bas beep accumulating in the 
United States since 1933 will, at last, 
be permitted to make its weight felt in 
raising commodity prices . 

As compared with 1913-14, the cur- 
rencies of the United States, Canada 
and Great Britain have been inflated 
by 69 per cent, and since 1932 the 
World’s production of gold has been 
about 40 per cent greater each year 
than previously. 

These factors, separately and to- 
gether, tend greatly to increase the 
price ofall commodities, for gold and 
money are the yardsficke which mea- 
sure price. It Means, therefore, that 
as soon as the existing Governmental 
restraints on the full use of gold and 
credit are removed, then all prices, 
and so the cost of Mving and produc- 
tion, will tend to rise by 69 per cent 
or more as compared with pre-War 
prices, 

Commodity prices so far have only 
risen by 25 per cent, and cost of liv- 
ing ‘by 36 per cent, World wheat at 
Liverpool, and Chicago wheat prices, 
are still merely at pre-War levels.
